THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE — 
ROCKINGHAM, SS. 


To the inhabitants of Little Boar’s Head District, a village 
district in the Town of North Hampton, organized under 
provisions of Chapter 196, Session Laws of 1905, qualified to 
vote in District affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Union Chapel on 
Willow Ave., in said Little Boar’s Head District, on the first 
Tuesday of September next, (Spetember 7, 1976,) at eight 
o'clock in the evening for the following purposes: 


1. To elect a Moderator three Commissioners, a Clerk, a 
Treasurer, and an Auditor for the ensuing year. 


2. To hear the reports of the Clerk, Commissioners, 
Treasurer, Zoning Inspector, and other officers of said District 
and to take such action as may be required with regard to 
them. 


3. To take such action as you may desire with regard to 
allowing the same discount on District taxes as may be allowed 
by the Town of North Hampton on town taxes. 


4. To take such action as you may desire with regard to 
giving the Treasurer of the District authority to borrow money 
in anticipation of taxes. 


5. To see if the District will vote to accept in whole or in 
part the budget for the Village District as submitted to it by the 
Municipal Budget Committee, which budget was approved by 
said Committee on August 17, 1976. 


6. To authorize the Commissioners of this District to sell 
or dispose of at their discretion items now remaining in the Dis- 
trict Fire House, including but not limited to, two wooden 
ladders. 


7. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be needed for the purposes included in the budget, including 
(under the caption of Miscellaneous if not otherwise therein 
referred to) the extinguishment of fires, the lighting or sprinkl- 
ing of streets, the planting and care of shade and ornamental 
trees, the supply of water for domestic and fire purposes, the 
construction and maintenance of sidewalks, of parks and com- 
mons, the maintenance of activities for recreational promo- 
tion, the control of pollen, insects and pests, the appointing and 
employing of watchmen and police officers, the enacting and 
enforcing of zoning regulations, and all other District expenses 
for the ensuing year. 


8. To transact such other business as may legally come 
before this meeting.

Commissioners Keport

1975 - 1976 


Last year your Commissioners dealt with many diverse 
problems. The customary difficulties were still with us - such as 
parking and dogs, and to these were added one or two new 
ones as follows: 


1. LAWSUITS - Fortunately we don’t have any current- 
ly. However, one of your Commissioners is now a Selectman 
of the Town, and the Town at present is defending itself against 
five lawsuits. Some time ago Mr. Fowler advised the Village 
District to carry insurance against this, and we do so. It is 
probablematical as to how much insurance is enough. We 
carry in Little Boar’s Head a one million dollar policy. Two of 
the suits against North Hampton are for 1.5 million dollars 
each. One unfortunate result of the increased prevalence of 
such suits is that people are discouraged from running for 
public office. Another result is the greatly increased legal ex- 
penses in any municipality's budget. 


2. PARKING - Our problems of last year were multiplied 
this summer. The fact that New Hampshire is the second 
fastest growing State east of the Rockies, and that Rockingham 
County is among the ten fastest growing counties in the U.S., - 
all of this means people in cars. Our small parking area at the 
beach contains 99 marked spaces. Ona warm sunny weekend 
this is full by 9:30 a.m. Later in the day as many as 200 cars 
have wedged themselves in. We have put up signs, and passed 
ordinances. When the Town stated flatly that it could not 
assign a policeman to the beach full time (there is only one on 
duty at a time) the Village District paid for its own man. With 
the best of intentions he could not keep up with the parking 
problem. Over Labor Day we shall have two men assigned. 
We have issued many tickets; the fine is $15.00, but is payable 
to Hampton (where the Court is) and this does not deter many 
parkers. Our next step is to set up a towing operation. 


3. MOSQUITOES - We have not sprayed this past 
summer, because the Town has undertaken an extensive mos- 
quito control program, involving sampling, use of light traps, 
larviciding and adulticiding. We feel that the results, while by 
no means perfect, have been improving. We have reduced this 
budget for another year. 


4. BUDGETS - Not many people realize that because of 
the date of our District Meeting the budgetary process re- 
quired by law takes 15 months. In other words, your Com- 
missioners produce a budget for submission to the Town 
Budget Committee in the first part of August. After being pass- 
ed there, it must next pass the District Meeting. The money is 
not received, however, until two Decembers later. 


5. EXPENDITURES - We have kept our expenditures 
to what we consider a reasonable level - as you may see from 
the comparison elsewhere in this report. However, when we 
are faced with an extraordinary expense - as for instance the in- 
surance mentioned above at $609.00 (about 10% of our budget) 
we run into difficulty. Last year we were able to continue 
operating by calling on a Trust Fund we had set up previously. 
This Fund is now about depleted. Each year we borrow money 
in anticipation of taxes. Our borrowing limit is the amount we 
have budgeted - last year it was $8,000. We borrowed up to $6,- 
000.00. Your Commissioners wish to reduce these loans, and 
ultimately to reestablish our Trust Fund. We have $2,000.00 
budgeted for this purpose. 


6. DISTRICT REPORTS, BOUND COPIES Last 
year we were able to assemble a few complete sets of the Dis- 
trict Reportssince that of August, 1924. We have had these 
bound and presented copies to the North Hampton Historical 
Society and to the North Hampton Library. In addition each 
Commissioner had a complete set bound for himself, for which 
he paid personally. Records of this nature are invaluable. Next 
year we will make a special effort to consolidate all past 
Precinct Records in a location made available to us by the 
Selectmen in the basement of the Town Office Building. 


7. SIDEWALKS - We replaced three substantial sec 
tions of sidewalk last year, taking most of the money from 
the Trust Fund mentioned above. This is an ongoing process 
and one which has great merit. Much of the Village District has 


sidewalks, while there are none in the rest of the Town. There 
is a great deal of foot traffic along US 1-A - fortunately there is a 
sidewalk there for almost its entire length. This is a major safe- 
ty factor. But sidewalks must be kept in repair, if we are to 
avoid potential lawsuits. We shall continue our policy of replac- 
ing cracked and broken sections, but lack the money to extend 
the sidewalk system. 


The District Meeting will take place Tuesday, September 
7, 1976 at 8:00 p.m. in Union Chapel on Willow Ave. Your 
Commissioners thank the Trustees of Union Chapel for allow- 
ing us to hold our meeting there for the sixth year. This year, 
unlike many years, we have several persons running for Village 
District Commissioner. We welcome this increased interest. 
We welcome property owners as well as registered voters at 
this meeting. We are glad to have the comments and opinions 
of all.

Historic Sketch - The Trolley Era 


Many of our residents do not know that from 1900 until 50 years 
ago there was an extensive and efficient “Trolley” operating between 
Portsmouth and Little Boar’s Head and beyond to Hampton. The 
Portsmouth Electric Railway (owned by the Boston and Main R. R.) 
began service July 24, 1900. Cars ran on an hourly basis at first, but 
later every 30 minutes. The run from Portsmouth to Little Boar’s 
Head took 45 minutes. It cost 30 cents. Prior to its construction, 
there was acontroversy as to whether the line should run out around 
the Head or inland. The Little Boar’s Head people protested that it 
would disfigure Ocean Boulevard and forced it to run inland. It turn- 
ed in just north of the present north end of Willow Ave. behind Mrs. 
Henry Russell’s house and ran in a straight line to the so-called “Y” 
(or “Wye”) at the present location of the Rev. Matthew Warren’s 
House on Atlantic Ave. From here one branch of the “Y” went up 
Atlantic Ave. to the North Hampton railroad station (“the Depot, ”) 
and the other ran down Sea Road and on a trestle across the marsh 
then on to Hampton. It was abandoned in 1926, and the land 
reverted to the original landowners. Before the advent of the 
automobile the street cars were jammed to capacity in the summer. 
And indeed, today it would be a pleasant, fast, and economic way to 
go to Portsmouth.
